Nothing has transpired in financial or commer- 
cial circles <larfog the past week calculated to at 
tract special attention or to change or modify in 
any great degree the condition of the general mar- 
kets of the city. 

The fluctuations In gold premiums, estimates of 

the cotton crop, and the leading commodity* of 
trade, and advices from Europe have acted and re- 
acted upon the markets of the country with more or 
less force duriog the week, bnt it la gratifying to 
state that business has. upon the whole, Improved, 
and the week closes with a better feeling in nearly 
every department of trade than It opened, prices 
generally having been steadily maintained, with a 
growing conviction that, allhou^ war prices may 
not agaiu be revived, they will nl reach a figure 
much below present ruling rates. It is needless, 
however, to ldsguise the fact that confidence is far 
from being restored, or that business la altogether 
too apathetic for the season. The policy of the 
Government, notwithstanding the well-defined 
principles of the Secretary of the Treasury, Is still 
involved in doubt; new complications arise almost 
dally, snd the futnre, without any reliable data 
upon which to base calculations, la fruitful only of 
speculation and conjecture. While this condition of 
things continues it is idle to anticipate reasonable 
activity in any department of business. 

What the interests of the country now impera- 
tively demand is a well-defined G over nine ulal pol 
ity; the policy Itself is of miner Importance. If we 
are to have an inflated currency or contraction, the 
country wants to know it; and business will at once 
adjust itself to the new order of things. The laws 
of supply and demand the business man will study

The demand for money has been unusually ac- 
tive but not equal to the supply, and unexceptiona- 
ble paper has been subjected to no inconveience In 
obtaining accommodations at from 9 to 12 per cent, 
lenders, however, are maintaining great caation, 
and being unwilling to assume risks in face of the 
unsettled condition of financial affairs, more than 
» he usual amount of paper has been force* 1 upon 
the street, where the rates of interest la Irregular, 
ranging 1.4 to 2 lucent a month. 

The prevailing rates fer gold to-day wore 127 bay- 
ing, and 128 selling; transactions, however, were 
confined to small amounts, and the offerings and 
demand were of limited magnitude. 

The demand for Eastern exchange routinues ac 
tive, with a growing scarcity, and rates are fair at 
quotations.

purls, se of defrauding the United States, 
or shall utter or publish, issue or cause to 
j be uttered or published as true any sueh 
lorged, altered or counterfeited bond, bid, 
proposal, guaraantee, security, official 
| bond, public record, affidavit or other 
writing lor the purpose of defraud- 
I ing the United states, knowing 
the same to lie false, altered or 
counterfeited, or shall transmit to or pre- 
j sent at, or cause or procure to be trans- 
t milted to or presented at the office of any
